Oily fish are the best selection for 
baking—bluefish, haddock, salmon, sea 
trout, shad, Sprnish mackerel and 
weakfish. These require little basting 
with butter and water during the bak- 
ing period to keep them moist. When 
haddock is not available, any of the 
fish listed may be substituted in Mrs. 
Vail’s recipe. 

The haddock may be complete with 
head and tail, or come a headless and 
tailless creature to the kitchenette. 
The fishman will prepare the haddock 
to meet individual requirements. But 
since the head and tail make excellent 
fish stock it is well to bring it home 
even though not on the fish. Wash the 
haddock, wipe dry and fill with the 
stuffing, allowing room for it ta swell 
dur the baking.
